REMARKS 

This Amendment is being submitted in response to the November 4, 2004 Examiner 
Interview, and as Supplemental to the Amendment submitted on October 4, 2004. 

As a preliminary matter, during the Examiner Interview of November 4, 2004, the 
Examiner indicated that the PTO 1449 forms for the Information Disclosure Statements of 
September 4, 2003 and February 25, 2004 would be included with the next Action. 

In addition, during the Examiner Interview, the undersigned discussed the claim 
amendments of claims 1 and 10. As noted on the Interview Summary, the Examiner indicated 
that such amendments appear to overcome the currently cited Kuroi reference. By this 
Amendment, Applicant has amended claims 15 and 23 in a similar manner as claims 1 and 10, 
and as such, submits that claims 15 and 23 are likewise patentable over the Kuroi reference. 

Further, Applicant has rewritten claims 16, 18, 24 and 26 into independent form. Since 
claims 16 and 18 were previously indicated to contain allowable subject matter (July 2, 2004 
Office Action), and since claims 24 and 26 contain analogous subject matter as claims 16 and 18, 
Applicant submits that claims 16-19 and 24-27 are now in condition for allowance. Further, 
since claim 28 contain analogous subject matter as allowable claim 22, Applicant submits that 
claim 28 is likewise allowable. 

In view of the above. Applicant submits that claims 1-28 are now in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of this application are hereby solicited.
